SUMMARY 


This  rail-served,  secured  storage  area  is 
located  4 kilometers  (km)  south-southwest  of 
Nezhin  on  the  south  side  of  the  Kiyev-Moscow 
rail  line  and  covers  approximately  220  acres 
(Figure  1).  It  contains  1 administration  building, 
2 barracks,  32  general  storage  buildings,  and  15 
support  buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  area  was  covered  by  5 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  December  1961  and  August 


1964.  Comparative  analysis  revealed  the  same 
general  level  of  usage  during  this  period,  with 
reduced  activity  during  the  winter  months.  Since 
December  1961  one  older  storage  building  has 
been  razed,  construction  of  a replacement  build- 
ing has  begun,  and  1 storage  building,  2 support 
buildings,  and  a wing  to  another  storage  building 
have  been  built. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A spur  from  the  Kiyev-Moscow  rail  line 
extends  into  the  installation. 

Road  Service 

An  all-weather  road  connects  the  instal- 
lation to  Nezhin. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  one  2-story  administration 
building,  two  3-story  barracks,  1 general  storage 


building,  4 general  support  buildings,  and  1 
water  tower. 

Track  activity  throughout  the  area  indicates 
all  buildings  are  occupied. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  31  general  storage  buildings 
and  11  general  support  buildings. 

Since  December  1961,  1 storage  building 
has  been  razed,  construction  of  its  replacement 
has  begun,  and  1 storage  and  2 support  buildings 
have  been  added. 
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
